To PiSRCy E. Woodman, a Constable of the Town 

of Scar boko in the County of Cumberland— 

GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re¬ 
quired to notify ami warn the inhabitants of said Town of 
Scarboro, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet 
at the Town House in said Town, on the third (3rd) day 
of March, 1913, at ten (10) o’clock in the forenoon, to act 
on the following Articles, viz: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting.
